Comforts for Horses. 


It Is n good plan to giro the liorsc In 


the stable nil the fresh air possible 
and some stables arc arranged MO that 
a window is In front of the horse. This 
is nn excellent plan, for by arran.si-ing 
such a window the lior.se may 
have 


plenty of fresh air day and night. Here 
is the way to do it: 
Have a sliding 


sasli and also a sliding screen, which 
may be pnt In place when 
dosldod. 


Have this screen of fine mesh wire of 
tho regulation sl/.e used for windows 
of houses. 
Then, on the outside con- 


struct a sloping roof over tho window, 
held in place by citnior posts resting

on a board shelf, which, in turn, is 
held in place by braces from its bottom 
to the side of the barn. On all suitable 
occasions have the window open so 
that the horse may got its head out. 


The roof will shade Its head, from 


tlie snn, yet the opening will lie large 
enough so that it will get plenty of air. 
During the night the screen may bo 
placed over the opening to shut out in- 
sects and in the event of a heavy storm 
the glass sash may be pulled in place 
wholly or in part.—Indianapolis Xews. 


Cultivation of Corn. 


In considering this operation in corn 


raising, it should be borne In inind that 
the object of cultivation is to keep the 
soil in the most desirable physical con- 
dition by controlling, as far as possible, 
the amount of moisture and air in it 
and to destroy the weeds that hinder 
the growth of the corn in various ways. 
The yields of this crop depend, much 
upon the sklllfulness and thoroughness 
with which tills operation 
is per- 


formed. 


The best method to follow In 
—o 


cultivation of a corn crop will de- 
pend upon the character of the soil; 
the way in which the seed-bed 
has 


been prepared; the weather conditions 
during the season; the number and 
kinds of woods the soil is 
infested 


with, and the stage of their develop- 
ment at the time the corn is cultivat- 
ed; the age of the corn plant when 
any particular method is to be used, 
and tho conditions that follow 
any 


cultivation. 
Tho fundamental truth 


Is, in order to obtain the best results 
In cultivating corn, tho method must 
be varied to meet tho conditions named 
above. 


Handling Bankets Kuuily. 


Baskets holding one bushel or more 


are used to considerable extent on all 
farms where there Is much in the way 
of heavy vegetable* or grains to han- 
dle. 
As tho ordinary bushel basket Is 


mnde the handles easily pull out with 
tho weight of the contents and then 
one Is obliged to hando tho basket in 
any way possible unless some plan Is 
arranged for inserting handles.

Idea here described shows a plan for 
attaching handles which costs but lit- 
tle and which will make the 
basket 


serviceable until the body portion is 
worn out.

summer. 
If the nights arc cool, fruit 


e:in bo cooled off by simply leaving it 
over night exposed to the air, bvit not 
to the dew.

It cannot do effective work In rough 
weather; It Is liable to get out of order 
easily, and In the battle of the Sea of 
Japan those boats were not able to get 
close to the battleships until the latter 
had been Virtually destroyed and their

s,,,.on,inry batteries rendered useless. 


I have no doubt that those opposed to the building of 


battleships will try to extract arguments from the opera- 
tions of the torpedo boats in the Korean strait. They will 
still claim that a battleship costing millions is at the mercy 
of a torpedo boat costing a few hundred thousand dollars. 
That sort of argument has been used for a century. 


There is one great lesson of tho Togo-KoJestvensky battle 


which the United States and all maritime powers must take 
to heart, and that is the education and training of the crews 
of the warships. The failure of Uojestvcnsky can only be 
nttrlbutod to the lack of training of his ofHcers and men. 
You cannot make sailors and gunners within a year. You 
must take ample time to educate your crews and you must 
require them to observe constant application. 
At Manila 


the guns of the Spanish were equal to those we had and 
some of them larger, but. It was the accuracy of aim and 
the discipline of the crews that wou the battle 10 far as 
human power Is concerned. 


HELP THOSE WHO HELP THEMSELVES.

A library requires the recipient to read and 


study. lie becomes more sensible and rises in 
tho social scale. 
I have little faitli In benefiting 


people wdio do not benefit themselves. 
You can- 


not, boost a man up the ladder unless lie does 
some of the climbing himself. 
If people read 


they will soon learn how to better tho conditions 
under which they live. In other words, the only 
way to Improve tho submerged tenth Is to im- 


prove their tastes and habits. It is a question of the sub- 
merged tenth versus the swimming tenth, and more can ha 
done by helping those who help theniselveo. 


I have given a tremendous amount of thought to this 


great question and havo come to the conclusion that the 
least rewarded of all professions is that of the teacher 
In our American higher educational Institutions. New York 
City generously and' very wisely provides retiring pensions 
for teachers in her public schools. 
Very few of our col- 


lege:-; are able to do so. The consequences are grievous. 
Able men hesitate to adopt teaching as a career, and many 
old professors whose places should be occupied by younger 
men cannot bo retired.

and translate them into sense impressions, and 
give numerical weights to these impressions more 
accurately than they could guo.ss the weight of a 
hog or the number of bushels in a corn crib. 


Place a farmer and a city bred man In the 


presence of a largo variety of apples, and the 


farmer, likely, will select for his eating such apples as a 
Rhode Island greening, a northern spy, a Grimes golden, 
or a Jonathan, and the city man. governed in his choice by 


different sets 'of nerves, may select a Ben Davla, fialdwlfl« 
Stark, or Missouri pippin. Taste Is the fruit grower's prin- 
cipal test of an apple, if he has to Cftt It himself, but differ- 
ent qualities are of chief Importance when he considers 
buying consumers In gener'al, most of whom are towns- 
peopl% 


In the estimation of the old lovers of buckwheat cakes, 


buckwheat flower has suffered because of the growing de- 
mand for whiteness. Formerly buckwheat flour was slight- 
ly brown and Ihe buckwheat flavor was unmistakable and 
easily detected, but more recent milling processes have 
made this flour much whiter, and, besides this, the adulter- 
ator has not neglected the opportunity to promote the white- 
ness by combining with the buckwheat flour some cheaper 
and whiter wheat flour. 


Butter and cheese are almost universally colored to meet 


tho popular demand, and this demand v iries so in different 
section* of the country that It Is necessary for manufac- 
turers and shippers to prepare their shipments especially for 
the sections of eountryjn which they are to be consumed; 
for Instance, Washington demands a darker butter than 
Chicago, and New Orleans demands one still darker than 
Washington.

Which trade Is the best to enter for a man 


ambitious to secure Ills'own shop or business 
through a trade, no one would have the temerity 
to say absolutely. There are several of a nature 
similar that will run strong favorites on this 
question. 
As a class they stand quite separate 


from those In which the chance for tho worker 
is reduced to a minimum. To the writer the 
trades which might be cinSsed as the easiest to 


become independent of an employer 
are: 
Carpenters, 


plumbers, painters, printers and clgarmakers. 


The other class may bo . said to include machinists, 


metal workers, architectural iron workers, boot and shoe 
workers, 
electrical 
workers, 
tailors 
and 
woodworkers. 


These ar* only the principal lines of cad?, class, there be- 
ing several minor trades which might be included In one or 
the other. 
But these are tho principal trades ofiored to the 


man who wishes to learn a craft. 
They include in their 


ranks the greater share of skilled laborers In the country. 
They are the most Important. 


That there is a chance for the Journeyman to become 


contractor in these trades is shown by the fact that nearly 
all the employers in these lines ouee worked for wages at 
a trade themselves. 
This moans that it lias been done 


and can bo done again. 
Through working at 
I lie trades 


for several years the workman becomes acquainted with 
the men who have such work to be done, and often they 
leave their positions to work for themselves through the 
suggestion of others.
